Tbe New Administration. 


Prophecies are,notoriously perilous, but 
nticipations are legitimate, despite Dean 
iwifi's cynical beatitnde, "Blessed are they 
'ho do not expect much, for they shall not 
e disappointed.'' The first duty of a presi- 
ent is to select wise counselors and honest 
dministrators of the public business. The 
rst test of the President's capacity is fuor- 
ished by his ability to make such seleciion. 
he increasing magnitude and complexity of 
ational affairs make it quite impossible for 
ie President to administer the Government 
i detail, or even to be wise in judgement 
ospeaing the manifold questions which of- 
eu present themselves in the. first instance 
trough the various 
departments. It is 


uile impossible that he should be skilled in 
ie problems presented bj patent laws and 
.nd laws, financial issues, needed postal re- 
orins, the construction of land fortifications 
nd naval vessels* international entangle- 
nents and their eight settlement, and so on 
o the end to tike volume. The success or 
lilure of bin administration will, therefore, 
ery largely depend upon the skill, witli 
liich. he selects the heads of these various 
epartments. The misforunes which ,over- 
Dok General Grant's second administration 
ere due to his failure in this respect. Such 
election of wise counselors requires a wide 
xpertence of public men, skill in reading 
taracter, practical judgment in measuring 
>p*si«g political forces, and strength of 
ill to resist demands, acquiescence 
in 


rhich would lead to perilous results. These 
ualiiies President MoKinley seems to have 
uinifested in the selection of his Cabinet 
fficers.—The Outlook. 


An Iiullau to Lcctnrtj. 


This evening at eight o'clock a public lee- 


ure of unusual character is to be delivered 
u St. James' Church, which promises con- 
iderable interest to those who go to bear it. 
'he lecturer, Lewis D. Williams, is of the 
led race, a full-blooded Indian, typical in 
eaturp and of attractive look. He is a grad- 
uate of the Cniled States Government School 
or Indians, which is situated on the old 
.valry g.irrison poet at Carlisle, in the 


Cumberland "Valley. 
Mr. Williams, we 


understand, was graduated there two years 
ago, since whicti time he has been engaged 
u university studies, and he is now making 
is preparations for entrance into the Co- 
umbia Law School at Washington, D. C. 
These public lectures are being delivered for 
he purpose of preparing himself financially 
or the costs of his law school education. He 
iettuies here this evening ou Ihe subject of 
'The Evolution of Indian Religions," deal, 
ng in general with the facts and theories of 
religious evolution, and in particular with 
he religions of the Red races, primitively, 
jefore they became subject to the influences 
of cluistiunity ami civilization. The rector 
of St. James" in our borough holds testimo- 
nies from other ministers who have listened 
to Lewis D. Williams on this special lecture 
and have found it very interesting as well 
as instructive. The lecture is open to all 
corners, and a silver collection will be taken 
at its close.

Buelu Couaty Court Cases. 


The regular March Criminal Court began 


in Doylestown on Monday morning, his 
Honor, Judge Yerkes presiding. 


The first case for trial was one that has 


caused considerable stir. It was that of 
Justice of the Peace Benjamin A, Bartholo- 
mew, of Rich andtown, on the charge of 
forgery and altering a note. The testimony 
in the case was to the effect that Lewis 11. 
Bcuner, of Richlandtown, requested the 
payment of $100, which tho Squire had 
owed him for five years. To get the money 
Squire Bartholomew asked him to endorse a 
note for that amount, aud he agreed to do 
so. Subsequently he signed a note on 
which, he says, were the figures 100, and 
subsequently signed a note in blank to re- 
new it, the Squire telling him he did not 
know whether he could pay $26 or $50 on 
the uoie, and would, therefore, wait until 
he got to the bank to fill it up. 


It was claimed on the part of the prose- 


cutor that the original note was raised-from 
$100 to $600. On the part of the defence it 
was claimed that Squire Bartholomew, when 
he paid the $100, told Mr. Benner that he 
would be in need ot some money later, and 
asked him if he would endorse a note for 
him. The defence was that Mr. Beaner 
signed a note in blank, and when Squire 
Bartholomew found how much mouey he 
needed he filled it out for $600, and when it 
became due paid $50 and renewed it. The 
jury returned a verdict of not guiliy 
after being out six hours and a half. 


Another interesting case was that in 


which Colonel Charles M. Belts, of Phila- 
delphia, was prosecutor. 
Colonel Belts 


owned a handsome country residence, com- 
pletely furnished, in Warmiuister township. 
On Sunday, February 7, the Colonel visited 
the place, and was surprised to find the 
furniture and carpets packed up ready for 
removal, and every evidence that the house 
bad been occupied for some lime. 
Upon 


going up stairs he found a young man, who 
gave his name as Daniel Ward, occupying 
one of the bedrooms, and just completing 
his toilet. In another bedroom half a dozen 
chickens were found roosting on a bureau, 
while in the kitchen a chicken was being 
roasted on the range. The assistance of 
Jesse Walton, a neighbor, and his sons weie 
secured and Ward arrested. 


It was in evidence that the chickens were 


stolen from Mr. Walton, together with a lot 
of corn meal, and that Ward had been living 
in luxury upon chickens and the canned 
goods in the cellar of C 'louel Bett's house 
for some time. 
Ward testified that his right 


name was Frederick Wilheim ; that he was 
ou his way to Buckingham, this county, 
where he had formerly worked for Charles 
Williams, and that he went into Colonel 
Belts's house for the night to escape the 
storm. After but half an hour's delibera- 
tion the jury returned a verdict of guilty, 
and Ward was sentenced to eight years in 
the Eastern Penitentiary. 


Local Court Decisions. 


Samuel A. Brown, colored, pleaded guilty 


oattery upon John Kline, also colored, of 
Bristol. Kline's story was that Brown "said 
to me 'dance!' hang I and he shot me through 
the foot." Brown was sent to the penitentiary 
for one year. He stated that liis "gun" 
went off in his pocket. 


Webster, a colored man, on Wed- 


nesday morning, pleaded guilty to a charge 
of larceny and receiving stolen goods, in 
stealing two bushels of coal from cars on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tracks at Bristol. 


Webster told the Court that he lived with 


another colored man named Thompson and 
hat the latter was sick with typhoid fever 
when he stole the coal. He had no money and 
tegged for fuel, but was repulsed. A witness 
was called who stated that Webster was a 
man of good character. He waa sentenced 


M thirty days ^n the county jail. 


In the cases of the Doylestown and Bristol 


grocers charged with selling adulterated food 
tho Grand Jury ignored the bills against 
John H. Chambers, Philip Keller, S. A. 
AVhitaker »nd S. I. "Whituker. True Mils 
were found against Samuel Scott and J. K. 

The costs were placed upon the 
lounty in the cases where the bills were 
ignored.

Three hogs and one dog, the 


property of Charles Pope, were bitten be- 
fore the maddened beast was shot by Mr. 
Pope. Philip Larghurst, a young.married' 
man living near Fallsington, was bitten on 
the wrist by the dog, and he has been sent, 
to the Pasteur Institute, New York, for 
treatment. 
Dr. Richards, of Fallsington, 


removed the dead dog's brains and has sent 
them to the Pasteur Institute for examina- 
tion. 


The diameter of JJabor. 


The maxim of the Free-Traders is, "Buy 


where yon can buy the cheapest." This 
applies to labor as well as to everything else. 
The Free-Traders believe in cheap labor. 
They recognize the fact that the foreign 
manufacturers can produce cheap goods 
because they employ cheap labor, and only 
because of their cheap labor. And it is 
this system of pauper labor which they 
•would perpetuate by their system of Free- 
Trade ; and not only perpetuate, but in- 
troduce into this country. They would 


'cheapen products by cheapening men." 
And it is that they may subject American 
•workmen to unrestricted competition with 
that cheap labor that they are striving for 
Free-Trade. The commodity which they 
most of all want to cheapen is labor. No 
laboring man should lose sight of that fact 
for a moment. The doctrine of Protection, 
on the other hand, ie to make everything 
cheap but labor and to make nothing cheap 
at the expense of labor. And our whole 
industrial history has proved that the sys- 
tem of Protection, while it has exalted the 
character of American labor, nag, in addition, 
invariably secured the greatest ultimate 
cheapness, because it has elevated men and 
has, by so doing, secured from them their 
highest degree of skill, has stimulated their 
inventive genius and so has reaped the 
benefit of improved methods of production. 
If the issue between Protection and free- 
Trade were only a question of cheapness, 
gtill Protection would bear the palm. But 
the question is a broader one than that, viz: 
the elevation or the degradation of American 
labor. The voters made their choice on 
November third, when they elected 'to the 
Presidency, the man whose policy is in line 
with bis words, "Exalt the character oi 
your labor; never degrade it."—American 
Economist.

Irst soaked overnight in llmcwater until 
the outer husk of tho kernels is loose

grinding. This 5s done by the Mi-xicivn 
women of the lower class, who often worK 
n the doorways of their homes, bending 
over the historic stono hand mill, culled in 
Mexico a metute. Tho rail! Is simply n 
rough BUilj of stono supported by fom 
stocky legs and is iniulo of volcanic tufn, 
ihe coarse grain of which is best aduptotl 
'or tho grinding .of tho corn, bennB, chile, 
ecedfi, cheese or whatever it may bo desired 
;o finely pulverize. The stone hand mill is 
an indispensable item In the culinary out- 
fit of the tropical homo. The nccompnny- 
Ing hand piece, looking llko a rude rolling 
)in, is also of stone and is briskly worked 
~p 'md down tho incline of the crude stone 
table by tho -woman an ene oonas t,o ho 
work with a steady swing of body, shoul- 
ders niul arms. 


'16 is claimed that tbo flour for tho tor- 


;illa can bo perfectly milled only by their 
ancient methods, und when one sees the 
result oMhe grinding ho is ready to iidmlt 
that, possibly they aro right. 


'As tho moist windrows of tlio mral roll 


off tho grinding board, it is caught in » 
oasin, and is then all ready for being 
formed Into cakes for baking. When ready 
to bake, a woman takes a small lump of 
tlio heavy mixture and lays it in the palm 
of her hand. Then, with tho other palm 
she rolls it into a ball and begins to quick 
ly pat it into the required thinness, deftly 
spreading tho fingers to allow it to enlarge 
its size, and changing it from hand to hand 
until it is only an eighth of an inch In 
thickness, and generally about six inches 
In diameter, although sometimes as large 
us a dinner plate.

A NEW MEXICAN METEOR. 


Found on Analysis to Be Couponed Chiefly 


of Iron. 


The American Journal of Science gives 


an account by Warren M. Foote of Phila- 
delphia of tho recent finding of a meteorite 
•which fell In 1876 in the Sacramento 
mountains of New Mexico and was seen at 
its fall by Mr. M. Bartlett of Florence, 
A T. The meteorite passed through tho 
heavens in a southerly direction and fell 
with a report like a cannon. The facts 
•were reported by Mr. Bartlett to Mr. C. 
B. Bicderman, -who began an Investiga- 
tion, which was fruitless until, by chance, 
a small sample of iron found by a shepherd 
of the region proved to be meteoric and led 
to the locating of tho mass, which had fall- 
en on the top of a limestone hill, where It 
was partly burled. Mr. Biedennan and 
his party with much labor dragged It six 
miles over the desert to a wagon rood. No 
pieces were found near it, and it is com- 
plete except for two pieces, weighing to- 
gether about five pounds, which have been 
broken or sawed from the mass. 


Tbe newfound meteorite Is a typical ex- 


ample of the class of siderltes, weighing 
about 621 pounds, and about 82 inches 
long, 24 inches broad and 8 inches thick. 
It has the characteristic "thumb" marks, 
and on a flat si.de it has two cup shaped 
pits from 4 to 6 inches In diameter, which 
are a remarkable feature. At the point 
where the fragments were removed tho oc- 
tahedral cleavage and lines of crystalliza- 
tion are noticeable to a degree rarely seen 
in iron. It is, however, on the etched sur- 
face, prepared through treating a polishee 
slab with diluted'nitric acid In the usua 
manner, that the beauty of the crystalline 
Btructure is best seen. In this respect it 
ranks among the finest of recorded irons 
the Widmannstatten figures being excep 
tlonally regular and distinct. The broad 
bands of kamacite are symmetrical, the 
prominence of the interlacing of shining 
white threads of the nlccoliferous iron be 
ing especially remarkable, and distinguish 
Ing it from the El Capitan meteoric Iron 
found In 1898 about 90 miles north of Sac 
ramento range. In the latter iron the per 
centoge of iron is less and nickel greater 
phosphorus also being present. A quantl 
tative analysis shows the following results 
with a very small remainder undoter 
mined.: Iron, 91.89 per cent; nickel, 7.86 
per cent; cobalt, .BS per cent; total, 99. 
per cent. 


The mans Is perfectly preserved, there be 


ing no sign of disintegration or exudation 
of lawreneite. The sawing showe it to Ix 
quite soft and generally homogeneous. Th 
entire lack of surface alteration proves thu 
it fell at a comparatively recent date and 
leads to the conclusion that Itris the meteo 
seen to fall by Mr. Bartlett, whose aceoun 
led to the discovery.—-New York Press.

FOR DYSPEPSIA'S VICTIMS. 


—Vresident Cleveland, says the Philadel- 


phia Kvening Bulletin, is reported to have 
saved about $-201.1,000 of the $400,000 which 
he has drawn as his salary during his two 
terms in the White House. 
When ho was 


nominated in 1884 for the Presidency it wus 
beli«\od at Buffalo that he had laid aside 
perhaps $15,000 to $20,000 in his quiet and 
inexpensive habits as a bachelor. 
Without 


the suspicion of a shadow on his probity he 
ha« gone out of the office with more of a 
competency than it has been the fortune of 
most of his predecessors to enjoy after their 
exit. The fact is that most of our presidents 
have gone into the office poor. Sot more 
than two or three closed their lives rich, 
and probably only one of them had enough 
accumulated to be called now a millionaire. 
Since Washington died leaving behind $u<10,- 
000, not counting the Mount Vernon estate 
or his wife's large fortune, there has been 
no other man in the Presidency—with the 
exception of Hayes—entitled to be, classed 
among the opulent. Washington v»as always 
a careful and thrifty manager of business 
affair*, although often liberal in his expon- 
dilun, and he held Bank of England stock, 
Columbia JJank stock and other bank stocks, 
in addition to his investments in canals and 
lands, and occasionally took a hand in spec- 
ulation, as he did when he was credited 
with shares in the land company of Robert 
Morris. There was never a time in his life 
—siertninly jiot after he married tho Widow 
Custfe—-wh«n,h« had.occasion to suffer waul, 
f r eml»rraMment.

This involves tho 


use of dry foods, but it does not mean the 
entire aliKcnce of liquids from the meal. 
The reason why food that has to bo chew- 
ed ia valuable is because in the process of 
mastication a large amount ol saliva ia so- 
crcle.il, and this is an important factor in 
ili,';estiou. 


If liquid is desired ut mealtime, it is 


not lilrely to do great harm if it is not too 
cold, providing it is not swallowed at the 
Btimo timo the dry food is put In the 
mouth. 
The, man who washes down each 


mouthful of bread with a swallow of milk, 
ica or coffee has no saliva mixed with his 
food, whereas if he thoroughly masticates 
hia mouthful of dry food, swallows it and 
then taken his swallow of milk ho will in- 
ter! ere lar Ii sa with the proper proeebs of 
ilipc^uon.

LOST IN CARS. 


Article* Left In Sleeping Apartment* by 


the Pas««nscre<. * 


Some carious things are picked up Toy 


sleeping car porters, and a, goodly propor- 
tion of them are turned over to persons in 
nuthority, to be restored to their owners 11 
called for. The "round" bureau of a ;«il- 
ncu cat company often affords un interest- 
ing study. An Innumerable variety of 
ticketed articles there displayed bears ocu- 
lar testimony to the freaks at absontmind- 
t'd neap. There are xjathetic as ^ ell as 
Dimming suggestions in those lost articles, 
for some of them are obviously mementos 
of lender associations. 
A baby's tiny 


worsted shoe, for instance, found in a 
(toping berth where no baby had been, 
tells its own touching little story. 


Each article, as soon as it is handed to 


hhe custodian of the "Found" bureau, is 
made into a neat parcel and marked with 
the day and hour of finding, name of tho 
sleeping car, number of the train and the 
UHICIJ of tho flnfler, Most of these mislaid 
personal effects are found under tlie seatB 
or in tho lavatories of tho cars. Fully two- 
thirds of the women's belongings which 
are picked up by sleeping car porters are 
toilet articles or jewelry left in the lava- 
tories. It was only a few days ago thnt a 
porter found two valuable finger rings in 
a washbowl. 
They had been sucked into 


the escape pipe together and fortimotoly 
became wedged there so that they were not 
carried away by the outflowing water. Tho 
owner of the rings said, when they were 
restored to her, that she was "sure that she 
had put them in her satchel'' and seemed 
quite indignant at tho temerity of the por- 
ter in insisting that he had found them in 
a washbowl. 


"Umbrellas, canca and shawl straps con- 


stitute a majority of the "finds" in sleep- 
ing cars. They aro seldom reclaimed, al- 
though kept by tho company's custodian 
for a year. 
Some of the oddities in the 


bureau's collection may be enumcrntcd as 
follows: One white sutin slipper, a wom- 
an's bead and lace bonnet, chafing dish, 
pair of trousers, two hair switches, one 
sol; of false teeth, silver candleslick and 
wax candlo, one fine linen nighti'obo, 
package of perfumed letters Lied with pink 
ribbon, an ear trumpet, one crutch and 
three or four caged birds. 


Once in a great while a pockctbook con- 


taining money is turned in at the "found" 
bureau. 
Such "finds" aro quickly called 


for. 
The loss of money is nsuiillyXliseover- 


ed before the loser leaves the car, conse- 
quently if it has been mislaid on that par- 
ticular car it is searched for then and 
there. Passengers usually feol for their 
money the first thing after awaking in tho 
morning, and, finding that nil right, ap- 
purt'utly do not tax their minds with any- 
thing else. Occasionally, however, mon 
who curry their money loosely in their 
pockets lose it by pulling it out with n ' 
pair of gloves, a handkerchief or a note-1 
book.

On Catching Heat. 


Some doctors hold that there is more, 


danger from going from the cold outside, 
and into a hot room than from the hot nir 
Into the cold. It is further declared that 
it would be more correct in most oitscs to 
speak of "catching heat" than of "catoll- 
ing cold." 


Dr. William H. Pearse, writing in The 


Scalpel, says that he ventures to differ from 
the popular belief that there is special 
danger in going from a hot room into tho 
open air, holding, on the contrary, that 
the heiit of tho room or house is a great 
preservative from chill or "catching cold" 
on going out into the open air. 


In Russia, in central Europe, Canada 


and the northern United States houses aro 
made very warm with a dry heat in tho 
winter, yet men, women and children go 
out into a temperature below zero. The 
stimnlution nnd heightened condition of 
the circulation and nerves and ultimate 
jnohvulos of protoplasm give a great power 
of resistance to tho outer intense cold, pro- 
venting "chill" in the first exposure xintil 
exercise, with its infinite motions, as it 
w ere, takes up and maintains the condi- 
tions, of resistance. 


IJr. Pearse says that ho hns walked at 


midnight from a highly lira ted mansion 
across Boston Common, in his dress coat 
only, cm a culm, starry night, the tempera- 
ture about zero. He suffered DO inconven- 
ience and felt sure that the stimulus of 
the heat of the house gave him power of 
resistance to the cold. 


The Medical Record declares that Dr. 


Pearse is undoubtedly correct in his obser- 
vation that one can come from a hot room 
into the cold outer nir and run but little 
chnnce of catching cold. 
The danger is 


rather in entering a hot room from with- 
out, 
especially an unventilated hot room. 


GAME OF TASHOLI. 


•tandmrd Form of Amusement Araoug tlic 


Kunl Indians. 


A really new game—one that c;»n bo 


played with genuine, interest like tho old 
games—is a thing equally rare and desir- 
able. 
Such a game i.« taslioli—that is, it 


is new to all young folks living in civi- 
li/.cd countries, though it has been played 
by tho Indian people from time immemo- 
rial. Ijike most of the best games, it was 
never invented by any one person, but has 
gradually developed, doubtless from ^thc 
rudest beginnings, into its present form. 
Like most of the best games also, it re- 
quires only the simplest and most easily 
procured outfit. 


Tusholi is played both by children and 


adults juror1" ""• Tn^jpris of New Mexico. 


-The 
game was first brought to my notice 


when I visited tbe Organ mountains on a 
sketching expedition several yearsago, and 
as It was something altogether new to ;tno 
I investigated tho matter and found out 
•how it was done. 
Tho older Indians, I 


was told, frequently become so absorbed in 
it that they can play for 24 hours and 
more without ceasing. The equipment for 
playing tasholi consists of throe sticks, 40 
pebbles and some eortof u counter for inch 
person playing. The sticks should bo of 
exactly the same sine, each 5 inches long, 
3 inohes wide and three-quarters of an 
inch thick. 
TLey must bo so stained or 


colored us to bo dark on one fide and light 
on tbe other. 
The 40 pebbles arc ar- 


ranged in a circle of tiboin 3Mj i'ect in di- 
ameter, placed at iniiiomi distances, ex- 
cept that the Btai'ting point is marked by a 
wider space. 
The counters may be (low- 


ers, or any convenient objects that can be 
easily distinguished. 


The players kneel or crouch around the 


outside of tho circle. Tlie thico sticks are 
grasped between thumb and fingers in 
such a manner us to bo perpendicular. 
They are then thrown down so as to drop 
simultaneously on tbuir lower ends as near 
tho center of the circle as possible. 
They 


will rebound n liulo and probably full in 
different directions. 
11' two turn up dark 


and one light, it counts 2; two light and 
one dark, 3; thrrc dark, 5; three light, 10. 
Either a 5 throw or a 10 throw entitles thp 
player to another trial. If any of the blocks 
fall outside the cirole, the throw counts 
nothing, and tho next player takes his 
turn. If four persons aro playing, two be- 
gin at each end of tho break in tho circle 
aud play in opposite directions around to 
the other end. 
If two are playing, they 


also play in opposite directions. 
Each 


space from one pebble to another counts as 
one, and each counter is laid at tho space 
won by the player owning it and advanced 
as the game proceeds. If the mark of one 
player just meuts, without passing, one of 
tlie others, or overtakes it, the latter is set 
back to the starting point. 
If this, how- 


ever, is found to make the game too long 
—for civilized boys and girls perhaps lack 
the patic-Tice of the Zuui children—It may 
be modified by setting the player back only 
10 or 15 points. Among the Indians twice 
around constitiitcH a game, but it may be 
found desirable to limit a game to one 
round. 


It only remains to say it is a game well 


worth playing—one in which the interest 
never lings from beginning to end, but, 
on the contrary, coni inually increases to 
tlie finish, for n player nuiy seem to be on 
tho very point of winning and then be set 
back, whiln another by two or three skill- 
ful throws, for throw! ng the sticks requires 
skill, may xuH'Spectotily make his w»y 
Irom far in tho rear i.o thu tronc.—Ex- 
eliunge. 


Fun- Benefit iinaiicialty by Mcuus of Thelt 


Crimea. 


Much has been published in England 


about the professioniil assassins ot Paris, 
writes our Pui-is correspondent, and ID 
many cases fabulous gains have been at- 
tributed to them as aresultof their crimes, 
but these exist more frequently in fiction 
than in fact. 
Statistics recently compiled 


by the prefect of tho Paris police throw a 
good deal of lighten the assassin's trade as 
practiced in modern times. Especially in- 
ti-resting ore they in view of the popular 
but very erroneous Idea that the assassin's 
trade is u profitable one. 
That it is quite 


tbe reverse seems to be cleurly proved by a 
record of the profits gained by notorious 
assassins duirng the last 30 years. 


Biographies of a large number of French 


murderers, soiiie of whom paid the penalty 
of their crimes on tho guillotine, while 
others were transported to New Caledonia, 
show that the average murderer makes far 
It'ss money at his abominable trade th&ri is 
mndo by any third rate artisan or oven day 
laborer. 
, 


Hero, for example, are the names of a 


few criminals aud a statement as to the 
actual money profit that resulted in each 
case: Sojournct committed one crime, and 
his profit wus £2 os; Ros.sell, one crime, 
£1 10s; Ducret, one ci-ime, £8 worth of 
jewelry; Cathelin, about os. 


These aro not princely profits, but they 


arc liu'ee compared with others. 
Throe 


nion, for example—Georgocs, Voty and 
Franck—eomniittul a horrible crime and 
only mado nbont sixpence npicce. 
Several 


others were less fortunate, for they gained 
nothing at all. 
Other knights of the road 


found to their dismay after dispatching 
their victims that they had no money on 
thorn, and they wcro consequently bound 
to be satisfied with such booty as they 
could obtain in the shape of watches and 
other jewelry, which, of course, is less de- 
sirable than money, as it is not always 
easy to dispose of. 


True, a few assnssins have made a con- 


siderable sum of money. 
Three—Martin, 


Bcgheim and Lapommeraye—were espe- 
cially fortunate or unfortunate in this re- 
spect. 
Martin found £200 in his victim's 


purse. Beghrim got £1,400 worth of jew- 
elry, and Lapommeraye also acquired a 
large sum of money at one strn1^. 
These 


men, however, did not live veij long to 
enjoy their wealth, as justice overtook 
them and rp^ickly dispatched them to an- 
other world. Such men arc rare, however, 
so rare that a careful calculation shows 
that the average amount, made by French 
assassins during the lust 30 years docs noc 
exceed 9 or 10 shillings for each crime. 


Such being,! be euse, the wonder is that 


%here aro so\ miuiy murderers. And a 
greater vronddr is why, if they arc deter- 
mined to kill for the sake of obtaining 
money, they do not arrange to kill persons 
who arc known to be wealthy and do not 
seize un opportunity when their intended 
victims liiivo their pockets stuffed with 
gold. A distinguished oflicial of the police 
force in Paris 'x> ^ that the assassins act 
in thpir usual foolish manner simply be- 
canst the^ nvc iml cciles -—Liomlorj Mail.

HAVE HAD THEIR RUN AND PASSED 


OUT OF ENGLISH LITERATURE. 


The Age of "EngU»h llards and Scotch 


Reviewer*" When liyron Wrote III* Hit- 
ter Satires—The Way They Manage Such 
AUrtten In France. 


It In said that "Inntho" and "The Maid 


Of At liens" are tho only two surviving 
persons whom Byron had described or ro- 
ferretl to In his jKxriiB. Whether this bo ac- 
curately true <ir not, the generations against 
•whicli that brilliant literary Ishmncl 
•waged such a constant and such a futile 
war Jms almost entirely passed owuy, and 
with H has passed the fashion of lamjHion- 
Ing one's rivals—and evcm of extolling 
onc'fi friends—in verse. Time was when a 
«])iet> (if personality was an indispensable 
nt/triKUon in a book mount to catch the 
public ear, nnd If a young ut inexperienced 
author ncgloetert this Important point the 
publisher would be sure to urge the neces- 
sity dl entering for the general taste anil 
would perhaps himself suggest n worthy 
subject for an epigram. 
We are not refer- 


ring ID the Curllti of a conUiry mid n half 
ago, but to the very honorable- and gener- 
ous publishers with whom our grandfa- 
thers had to do. The literary controversies 
which were so rife in the age of "English 
Bards and Scotch BeviewerH," but which 
nro nowadays comparatively rare, were 
gloatc d over by nil eager public, and It is 
nott<i bo wondi-red at if the publishers, who 
had their lingers continuously upon their 
customers' pulse, preferred such books as 
•were calculated to stimulate the fever of 
curioMty. These personal references wore, 
of course, very various in their character. 
No Indy could complain of Ixilng immor- 
talized us Janthe, butwe can imagine thnt 
a coiT-lderable number of Myron's victims 
would have given a round sum to be ex- 
cluded from his bitter satires. It must 
have I icon a "bad quarter of an hour" for 
the Scotch reviewers when they read the 
retaliation which one of their company has 
brought upon them, almost as unconifort- 
nblo nt tho five minutes in whieh the poor, 
ill treated governess read the description 
of hi rself, commencing with the words, 
"Born In a garret, in a kitchen bred." 


Few of Byron's friends or acquaintances 


escaped without a single splutter from his 
pen of gall, and some, as is well known, 
felt I he injury very keenly. 
But at 1 he 


«ame time he knew how to speak favorably 
both i>f the living and the dead. It is a 
«tran«e Instance of the vast power wielded 
for gnod or evil by the maker of simple 
vcrset, that one lady is at the present mo- 
ment enjoying n comfortable annuity to 
which she had no other claim whatever 
than I hat of having been extolled by Myron 
in a few complimentary stanzas. To do 
Byron justice, he rarely "showed up" his 
contemporaries unless they had previously 
turned their pens against him, whereas 
there were poets In those times who hated 
in verso for no better reason than that 
their victims took a different view of poli- 
tics from their own. 
Shelley's outburst 


ngalnit Cnstlrreagh, and many of Peter 
I'lndar'H unmeasured diatribes, exceed in 
their liittCTncss anything which we should 
consider justifiable 
today. 
When wo 


say ti'at the fashion of personal allusions 
nnioiiK poets has passed away, we do not 
mean that the elreumstniK'o is unknown 
In the present generation. 
The- laureate's 


rflcupiide in Punch, in which ho applied 
the la sh to the shoulders of a brother poet, 
is not likely to be forgotten, and he has 
taken several other occasions of belaboring 
his critic, and the race of "irresponsible 
reviewers" In general. It is but a short 
time ago that two of our most popular 
poets took up the cudgels to one another in 
the public prints, nnd overclouded their 
genlim by a mis); of hard words and re- 
criminations perhaps quite as virulent us 
anything that Byron wrote of a rival. 
There can he no doubt that personal allu- 
sions of the kind which wo have instanced 
lire in every sense objectionable, and that 
the decay of the fashion is matter for 
much congratulation. Two reason* in par- 
ticular might 1)0 given which would amply 
suffice, to condemn the practice. In the 
first place, it is so very easy to lash oneself 
into a rage by the whip cracking of our 
own rhymes and meters, just as certain 
animals are said to do by the application 
of their tails. 


It is quite posslblo to work oneself into 


a literary fury against a literary rival, 
while at the club or in the street wo should 
take him by the hand and exchange the 
idle gossip of the dny. Again, It is beyond 
ftll question that literary wrangles havo a 
tendency to debase literature Itself. There 
is no such thing as sublime personality. 
The only lofty satire is that whieh is thor- 
oughly general in its application. A better 
poet who is either prejudiced or angry nec- 
essarily descends from the back of Pega- 
sus nnd holds on, if at nil, by the tail. In 
other words, his verses limp, his ideas 
grow commonplace, and the savor of his 
poetry is destroyed. English poets in par- 
ticular do well to let this species of satire 
alone, for, though as a rule an Englishman 
is an admirable fighter, he is decidedly lim- 
ited in his mastery of weapons. Poetry is 
a foil that should always havo the buttons 
on, butwe have o too straightforward way 
of taking the buttons off. In France they 
manage these things differently. 
There 


they nan cross foils wthout hurting each 
other. It la a national characteristic. Mo- 
Here used occasionally to hit living persons 
very hard, but we read of one instance in 
which he completely disarmed the resent- 
ment of tho object of his satire by reading 
his play to him privately before it was put 
upon the stage. He had satirized his man 
in such a polite stylo that the latter was 
easily persuaded to take so much individ- 
ual attention aa a compliment. The thing 
would have been impossible in England. 
For tin, at all events, tho day of personali- 
ties in literature is past, and wo imagine 
that no sensible Englishman regrets it. 
Even flattery is in questionable taste. But 
that a man should bo lampooned by his 
lollow on account of a mere difference of 
»plni»n is no longer to be tolerated.—Sat- 
urday Review.

A Material of Which So I'art Is Permitted 


to Go to Waste. 


Leather remnants are a regular article 


of trade. An manufacture** of leather there 
nro remnants, just as there are remnants 
in the rn mnfucturo of cloth, of tin, of 
wood and of very many other materials. 
There are wholesalers who deal in leather 
remnants exclusively, who will buy any 
leather remnants whatever, and who find 
u sure sali• for everything they buy. 
For 


many purposes the remnants nro as good 
(is pieces -;ut form whole sides would Ixj, 
and they < oflt very much less. 


A mam.fucturer of fine shoos, who buys 


whole skins, cuts oat the best and usis 
that only and sells the rest as remnants. 
Tho remnants arc sold to manufacturers 
who inak< a cheaper (rrude of shoes. 
Tho 


shoes made from such rernuuits may be 
better and cheaper than shoes made Iroin 
cheap whole xtock. 


Harnetit makers and saddlers who buy 


whole gkij is have more or les-s munimrq, 
little pice », nnd odds and ends that they 
have no use for, but whieh may be made 
useful for one purpose und another. From 
any whoh stock there must bo remnants, 
and the rumnunts ore all good for some- 
thing; remnants of belling, fur instance, 
ore sold t« make boot heels of and innoU's. 


Tho sin illost remnants of some kinds of 


leather are used for tho filling of balls, 
Leal nor n iimnntsiirouBCdfor making sus- 
pender ti] s, for leather trimmings, for lug- 
ging strain fur the making of cheap pock- 
etbooks asicl for covering eyeglass and spec- 
tacle ease q and various kinds of fancy 
goods, for bookbinding, for milking chil- 
dren's sh/'OS, for the straps used on hobby 
horses, for leather buttons and washers. 
for corners on books. Remnants, of French 
calf ore used for fine cobbling, and rem- 
nants generally are sold for a very great 
variety of purposes. 


There nro half a dozen or more whole- 


sale dealers in leather remnants in this 
city. There are said to bo a larger numlx-r 
In Boston. While tho wholesale dealer i n 
remnants will buy remnants of any kind, 
there are still smaller scraps of leather, 
called chips, which lie does not buy. The 
chips and tho sweeping!! are sold to chem- 
ical manufacturers and burned to make 
potash. Ko part of the leather is permitted 
go to waste. 


With tho enormous consumption of 


leather in this country, the quantity of 
remnants hero is large. Heuimints are pro- 
duced in England just as they nro here, 
but not in 11 iinn tity sufficient to supply the 
demand 
hero. Blauy tons of American 


leather remnants lire exported to England, 
whore 1h ;y are sold for tho same uses to 
which tluy lire put here.—New York Sun. 


COLD FEET. 


They Show an Unbalanced Circulation and 


May Superinduce IllueiiM. 


Never i/o to bed with cold feet. 
Never 


try to Blu'p without being perfectly cer- 
tain that you will bo able, to keep them 
warm. 
To lie one night •with cold feet 


gives sncliu strain to tho system as will be 
felt seriously, pel-Imps ending in a flt of 
sickness. 


Cold feet show nn unbalanced circula- 


tion. The very best thing to do is to worm 
them by < xorciso, if that bo practicable. If 
not, by dipping them in hot and cold wa- 
ter alternately two or three times, nnd 
then usln;,' vigorous friction. 
If that does 


notwarm them und keep them warm, heat 
them bof >rc tho fire, drying them thor- 
oughly, aad then correct your habits or 
improve vour health, for bo sure that one 
or tho othor is wrong, perhaps both. 


With all tho rest, if you sleep on a hard 


bed with I'otton sheets in a cold room, pxit 
on an extra covering over tho feet. 
It is 


very convenient to have n "foot comfort," 
just wide enough to cover the top of the 
bed and about a yard deep. This may be 
made of some light material—perhaps the 
remains of a pretty dress—filled with 
cotton, like a comfortable, nnd tacked 
with Bomo harmonioxis color. During tho 
day this nay be thrown over tho footboard 
and spread on tho bed at night. 
The ad- 


vantage ot this Is to secure sullicient light 
covering ior tho feet without overburden- 
ing tho remainder of the body. 
If you 


use a hot brick or an iron, put it in the 
bed a llttlo beforehand, and then, when re- 
tiring, remove it. 
To sleep with the feet 


in contact with it has a. toiidoucy to make 
tho feot t( nder. 


But be liter than both these, and to be 


used witb or without them, is the foot 
blanket. This may bo a square yard of 
domestic flannel, or two yards, folded, of 
Swiss flannel, or anything elso you like 
that is warm enough, only havo it nice and 
clean. 


Fold this around your feet and ankles 


before you put them down into the bcil. If 
not very cold, this will often warm them, 
especially if you havo used friction, nnd, if 
warm, it will prevent their becoming cold 
by contact with the cold sheets. It keeps 
the warm air around them. It does not 
make the feet tender, and it is far more 
convenient than the hot brick or sonpstone. 
Try it, und if you are troubled with cold 
feet you will bo likely to keep it by yon 
hereafter. 
Whatever you use, always lie 


at full length. To "cxui up" binders free 
circulation.—New York Ledger.

EFFECTS 0? A FREEZE 


Transparent Flutes. 


It is often of importance to have plates 


or cards of transparent material. These 
can easily bo made of gelatin by tho fol- 
lowing process: "Placo gelatin in cold 
water for several hours until it is thor- 
oughly softened, taking care that no more 
water rei nains than is necessary to swell 
it completely. Prepare a plnte of glass, 
carefully clean it, then cont with the 
slightest possible film of oil. Place around 
this glass a rim just us high as the thick- 
ness of the plate of gelatin is to bo. Pour 
upon the prepared glass, which should bo 
hot, the softened' gelatin. Then lay over 
it a second glass, heated and oiled, and 
press it t ontly down until it rests evenly 
on the to)) of the frame. 
This makes the 


thickness uniform, and if care is taken 
Ihero will be neither bubbles nor irregu- 
larities 
When cool, remove the gelatin, 


which may then bo cut or shaped into any 
desired U nn. 
By adding coloring matter 


any shade can be secured. Aniline is the 
best for tinting."—New York Ledger.

Thougtful people now agree that "the 


great freeze of Iti'ite" was a good thing for 
Florida—a blessing in disguise. It was a 
costly lesson, however. A hundred thou- 
sand citizens, mure or less, paid?.1),000,000 
or $-1,000,000 to find out that the "frost 
line" that had been recognized since the 
"cold winter of 183ii" was not permanent, 
and was likely to be changed, liico railway 
timetables, without previous notice. They 
were, lauglit that it was not food policy to 
put all tin ir eggs in one basket, and that 
the single crop plan of funning was a fail- 
ure. Many were discouraged and left the 
state. Those who had more courage and 
wisdom remained, and while they were re- 
suscitating their frozen groves they discov- 
ered that they could make $400 or $500 an 
acre by truck farming—by raising peas, 
beans, cabbages, cauliflower, lettuce, cel- 
ery, onions, cucumbers, potatoes, straw- 
berries and other fruits and vegetables for 
the northern winter markets. 


The demand for this sort of produce dur- 


ing the winter months is practically un- 
limited, and tho prices unnaturally large, 
It costs no more tn raise a bushel of ]xita- 
toes in this warm, sandy soil in December 
than in July, yut they can be sold for $4 a 
bushel In December and for only 40 cents 
in July, i'ho supply of unseasonable vege- 
tables formerly came from Bermuda and 
the Bahamas. "Tho great freeze" taught 
thfl farmers of Florida that they could 
have a monopoly from December to March, 
when the early crops of southern Georgia 
arc ready for market. 


8ft the wise oius stopped boasting about 


profits of 82,500 an acre from orange 
groves. They stopped telling the familiar 
story about "$1 u box for oranges on the 
plantation, 25 boxes to tho tree and 100 
trees to the acre—all clear gain," and be- 
gan to plant and weed vegetables, which 
ami not BO profitable as oranges, but arc 
reasonably curtain of paying from ?400 to 
$&00 nn acre net. 


Down in tho southern part of tha state 


the cultivation of pineapples was found to 
bo even mure profitable, and somebody 
blundered upon the discovery that the best 
ones WLTO gi'own under shelter. So all the 
pineflclds are now covered with lattice- 
work just high enough for a tall man to 
wnlli under without stooping. This lattice 
is made of rough strips of pine three inchc? 
wide, nailed three inches apart on rough 
scantling, and costs about §500 an acre. It 
not 
only furnishes 
perfect 
protection 


against nil possible frosts, but tho fruit 
thus protected from the heat of the sun is 
moro juicy and of finer fiber than tlmt 
grown in the open air. 
Industrious farm- 


ers are now raising 6,000 pineapples to the 
acre and selling them on the plantation? 
by the thousand nt 25 cents apiece, while 
the shoots that are plucked from the plants 
are worth from $2 to ,?8 a dozen to those 
who arc starting in the business. 


Another industry thnt can be attributed 


to the "freeze" and is bound to be perma- 
nent and profitable is the cultivation of 
Cuban tobacco. 
The scarcity nnd high 


•prices caused by the revolution bnvc given 
it a decided stimulus, for the tobacco i Invi- 
tations in Cuba havo beun very generally 
destroyed, and if the island should ever bi 
at peace again it, will require several years 
to get liack tothemngnitudennd the qual- 
ity of its former protluct. 


Before the war of the rebellion, up in 


Gndsdon county, between the gulf and the 
Georgia line, where the people still hunt 
wildcats for sport, a good dial of tobacco 
Was raised. At one timo it was considered 
the finest of the country, and the average 
value of tho crop was $400,000, but after, 
the big plantatinns were broken up and 
worked on shares by negroes, who formerly 
worked them as slaves, tobacco cost toe 
much labor und was abandoned xintil H. 
B. DtiMil, president of the Florida Central, 
got seed from the celebrated Vuelto Aliajo 
district of (.Julia and distributed it free oi 
charge to nil tho formers who were willing 
to make the experiment. Many failed, af 
is always tho case, hut some were success 
ful, and the result was the establishment 
of a facturyat Quincy by a Ke.w York firm 
to consume theloculproduct, which is now 
the largest in the state, and this firm an- 
nually plants a largo acreage on its own 
account. 


After the "freeze" the public took up to- 


bacco generally. 
Mr. Duval again sent tc 


Cuba, and not nnly got seed, which ho dis- 
tributed ii'ee, but also brought over a num- 
ber of experienced planters, who worked 
up and down the line of bis road, superin- 
tending the' planting and instructing th« 
farmers in the art of cultivation, for to- 
bacco Is u good deal like children—its vul- 
uo depends upon the manner in which it if 
brought up. Thus the industry has be- 
come general. Sumatra as well as Cuban 
seed has been introduced. With proper cul 
tivation it is claimed that crops from (iOC 
to 1,000 pounds to the acre can bo raised 
unywhiTe in I'lorida, and there is a steady 
demand foi it from the cigar factories in 
the fctate tit from 25 to SO cents a pound, 
according to tin- quality. It requires ex- 
perience and a peculiar knack to raise good 
tobacco. There are some Cubtm refugee? 
down in this end of the state who product 
a leaf that is rated as high as the best 
that conies from Havana, but the ordinary 
farmer doesn't seem to get tho hang of it. 
There is plenty of Cuban labor to be had 
this year, however, and much is expected 
from tho next crop.—Tampa (Flu.) Cor 
Chicago Record. 


ALMOST WAR. 


The Jereed Flay of the Wild Arabs ol 


the Desert. 


"In the Desert With the Bedouin "Is a 


paper written and illustrated by tho Eng- 
lish artist R. Talbot Kelly in The Cen- 
tury. Mr. Kelly thus describes one of the 
diversions of the desert: By far tho most 
exciting of their equestrian sports, how- 
ever, is their jereed, or short javelin, 
"play." I put play in quotation marks to 
express the sarcasm of it, for I never saw 
anything more nearly approaching war in 
my life. Two friendly tribes meet in a 
suitable bit of desert, several hundred 
mounted mcu representing each tribe, and 
are drawn up facing each other. Twirling 
his jereed, the champion of one side rides 
into the open, and in a loud voice and 
with much eloquence recounts his deeds of 
VJiIor, and with many sarcasms challenges 
one of the other side to fight. 


On the appearance of an opposing cham- 


pion in the arena the first turns to flee, 
chased by the second, und endeavors to 
reach his own side before being caught by 
his pursuer. 
Should lie succeed in escap- 


ing both turn ngain, and tlio positions of 
fugitive and pursuer are reversed, but it 
always ends in a fierce, light for suprema- 
cy in the middle, in which one or the oth- 
er is generally unseated, often with the 
accompaniment of a few broken ribs or a 
fractured arm or leg. Champions being 
eventually placed hors do combat, the re- 
maining bodies charge at each other and 
engage, and in the excitement of the mo- 
ment, when several hundred men and 
their horses are involved in the scrim- 
mage, the death of several men and horses 
frequently results before tho "sport" con- 
cludes with light refreshments and a pos- 
sible funeral or two. 


As I remarked before, this is the nearest 


approach to war possible and is almost as 
exciting for the onlooker as for those en- 
gaged. 
No lx.d blood is engendered, how- 


ever, whatever the casualties may be, this 
being an honorable- exhibition of skill, 
where no malice is borne, and any fatality 
—"kismet!"

Th« niilnMo Celebration or New Tear'g lo 


San Franols«o. 


Theodore Woros, the artist, has a story 


of Chinese life in San Francisco in St. 
Nicholas, under the title of "Ah Gau'g 
New Year1!1 Celebration." Mr. Woressays: 
Tho procession—for some queer rens' :i the 
Chinese always seem to walk in single rile 
—was hauled by his father, carrying tho 
baby brot'Jier proudly in his arms, Tho 
mother, and sister carried baskets filled 
with offerings to the gods, whilo Ah Oau 
had contented himself with parading his 
finery only. 


Tho interior of the josshouse was but-; 


dimly lighted, and when tho eyes oncoJxi- 
camo used to tho jnystorious and smoky 
atmosphere that filled the place stomgo 
and weird faces of gods and demons show- 
ed through the dnrknessand gazed solomn- 
ly down from rich altars upon the -visitors. 
A priest, seated at the entrance, had a 
supply of painted candles, sticks of incense 
made of sandalwood and packets of paper? 
containing printed prayers. 


Having bought a supply of these helps 


to worship, Ah Oau and his family had 
entered tho inner room of tho pagan gods. 
In tho presence of these ii.iagos, with hid- 
eous, painted faces dimly looming out of 
tho darkness and mystery of the incense 
laden atmosphere, most American boys of 
Ah Gau's age would ha-\o been terror 
stricken. He, on tho contrary, secmod to 
be quite at case among these strange 
things und went near to the uncanny idols 
with quite an air of familiarity. Ho bold- 
ly walked up to a largo drum standing in 
one corner, and, seizing a drumstick, 
pounded on it with all his might for the 
purpose of drawing the attention of the 
gods to the •worshipers. 
lie then had joined with tho family in 


placing a large number of lighted candles 
and smoking incense sticks upon tho altar, 
after, which they hud bent themselves in 
prayer before the principal imago in the \ 
temple. 
A number o£ offerings—cakes, j 


fruits and various articles of food, as well | 
as rico wijie—were next piled up before i 
this deity. Their devotions ended with the 
burning of a lot of printed prayers in a lit- 
tle brick furnace erected in a corner of the 
jdsshouso far that purpose. As they left n 
pack of firecrackers was set off, and then, 
tiioronghly satisfied with themselves aiul 
with minds at rest, they had gone home- 
ward. 


COOT OF LIGHTS. 


A Comparison of Uie Relative Co«t oi 


Different Artificial Systems. 


The director of the electrical company 


of Cologne has made u comparison of tho 
cost of the different sort sot artificial light 
reduced to tho same standard of ilhimi 
nating power. As the cost nf materials for 
Illuminating varies in differ^ nt, localities 
ho has taken the price of coal gas at 01 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet, of alcohol, for 
uso_ in incandescent lamps, at oO cents o 
gallon, of coal oil at 15 cents a gallon, and 
of electricity at 1% cents per hcctow:i$it. 
Supposing the "mantles" of UK; incandes- 
cent gas burners to last 400 hours and to 
cost 50 cents each, and other apparatus to 
have the average life, lie finds the most ex- 
pensive ordinary light to bo tlmt from in- 
candescent electric lumps, whieh costs 10 
per hour for n given amount of illumina- 
tion. Next comes the light from ordinary 
gas burners, with openings in the form of 
slits, which cost (i cents for the same illu- 
mination. Argaiul burners are, light for 
liglit, about 20 j.er cent more economical 
than (.lie other sort 
Next tu these come 


incandescent lamps burning alcohol, which 
gh'o light at half the price of tiic ordinary 
gas burner. Ordinary coal oil lamp? give 
light much more cheaply, the cost ] er unit 
of illumination bang little more than one- 
fiflh that of incandescent electric light, 
but the modern gas lights with incandes- 
cent mantles are still moro economical, 
furnishing fur 1^ cents per hour the same 
amount of illumination as inciindesoent 
electric lumps at 10 cents. Klectric aro 
lamps arc about 10 ].cr cent more econom- 
ical still and arc the cheapest sources of 
artificial light at present known to us.— 
American Architect. 


Fishing For Sponges. 


Lying on his chest along the bont'sdeck, 


tho sponge fisher, with his water glass—a 
pane set in a bos fitted with handles— 
looks down '10 feet into the clear depths. 
With one hand he grasps and sinks a slen- 
der pole, sometimes 5(1 feet in length, fitted 
at the end with a double hook. Tho sponge 
once discovert d, tho hook is dcttly inserted 
at the rocky base, and by a sudden jerk the 
sponge is detached. 


This curt description of what seems the 


simple work of sponge fishing gives no 
idea of the real skill and exertion needed. 
The ere of tho fishov has to bo trained by 
long experience to peer Into the sea and 
tell the commercially valuable sponges 
from those that aro worthless. Ho must 
havo a deft hand to detach the sponge 
without a tear. 


Above all, while doing this with one 


hand, ho must manipulate with the other 
the water glass, as the waves sway it side- 
ways nnd up and down. Tho strain on eye 
and tody is most intense, to say nothing 
of tho cramped position and exposure to 
wind and wet, which, first aud last, make 
almost every sponge fisher a victim of 
acute rhi'umMtism. 
Yut, with all his 


arduous toil, an expert sponge fisher^tarns 
not more than £3 a month besides his 
"keep" on tho boat, which bai-cly deserves 
tho name of existence.—Pearson's Weekly. 


Buttons. 


It is only in comparatively modern times 


that buttons have been utilized as fasten- 
ers. 
The Greeks and Romans knew noth- 


in.g of them, aud though they presented 
themselves as ornaments lu the fourteenth 
century 
buttonholes were still an un- 


dreamed oi possibility. It was not until 
nearly tho middle of tho last century that 
tho manufacture of steel buttons was en- 
tered upon at tho Soho works in Birming- 
ham, Kngland. Then, on the accession 
of George III, tho gilt buttonn appeared 
und 'became quite the vogue. But it was 
reserved for the artisans of our day to 
make these useful fasteners in tho greatest 
variety at mar% olou.sly low prices and out 
of all sorts of material, even to the seem- 
ingly impossible potato.—Xew York Ad- 
vertiser.

WHAT CONFUCIUS DID 


HE TAUGHT MORALS RATHER THAN A 


PARTICULAR RELIGION. 


How So United the Warrtu£ Principalities 


of China—Jealousy Vi'us tlio Cause of 
His Downfall—Died lu Poverty, bat His 
Philosophy Is Accepted by Millions. 


The roal name of Confucius was Kurjg- 


fu-tso. 
According to some authorities he 


lived five centuries and a half and ac- 
cording to others four centuries and a 
half before the Christian era. Tho place of 
his birth is now generally stated to have 
been tho shite of Loo, a little to the cast- 
ward of the great canal in Shantung prov- 
ince, Tthcro hcwiis educated and where ho 
marrkd. Kis object in acquiring knowl- 
edge was to turn it practically t') the pur- 
poses of good government, nnd he accord- 
ingly devoted himself exclusively to moral 
and political science. Ho alimvard di- 
vorced hifi wiiV, in order, arf the Jesuits 
«»y, that be mill.I letter attend to bis 
studies. When he thought himself sufti- 
ciently qualified to instruct the barbarous 
ugo in wlilnh ho livid, he quit bis soli- 
txide for tho courts of princes. 
China was 


not then united i.niici' 0:^0 emr-'Tor. 
This 


union did not take I lace until two or 
three centuries after the philosopher's 
death. 
But whon Confucius began his 


mission there seem to k.ve been ai many 
independent kin;.'s in Cbiini us thoro were 
in England under tho Saxon heptarchy. 
Ho journeyed throui;!! thews various stiitcs 
in a condition of sini] licity and poverty, 
devoting himself to the instruction of all 
ranks in bis precepts of virtue nnd social 
order. His adherents gradually increased, 
and ho at Icntrlh reckoned as nmny as 
B.OOO disciples, of whom 72 wore moro p.ir- 
ticulnrly distiugi.iHlied by their devotion 
to their master, nnd 10 wore so well 
grounded in all sorts of knowledge that 
they were called by way of excellence "tlic 
ten wise-men." 


In his visits to the different princes Con- 


fucius endeavored to prevail upon thorn to 
establish a wise nnd peaceful administra- 
tion. After many wanderings and disap- 
pointments lie became prime minister, 
with a recognized authority to carry his 
theories into practice in Loo, his native 
country. At tills time he was 56 ycnrs old. 
In three years lie is said to have effected a 
ih irough cnaugein the moral condition of 
the kingdom. The happiness nnd prosperi- 
ty created by the philosophic prime minis- 
ter excited the jealousy of the neighboring 
kings. The sovereign of Loo was soon in- 
duced to abandon his benefactor, and "Con- 
fucius was obliged to (lee to the northern 
parts of China. 
He was subsequently re- 


pulsed at three different courts to which 
he applied for oflicein order thut he might 
render the people happy, and, after sus- 
taining many other sorrows, he withdrew 
to tho kingdom ef Chin, where ho lived in 
preat poverty. His doctrines, however, had 
taken root, and ii; was at this timo of ad- 
\ersitythnt liis disciples were most numer- 
ous. He went again to Loo, his native 
country, but vainly solicited, to be re-em- 
ployed in tho government. At length, full 
uf jears, if not of honors, he retired from 
the world, in company with a few of his 
closest disciples, to write or complete those 
works which Lcetunc the SJicrcd books of 
the Chinese, and which hove survived 22 
centuries. 
Ho cliud in bis severity-third 


year. 
"It wag the crc.-.i object rf Confucius to 


regulate the lunnnurx of 1ho]:coplo. 
He 


thought outward decorum the true em- 
blem of excellence in heart. 
He there- 


fore digested all tho various ceremonies 
into one general code of rite?, which was 
called Lo-ke, ov I.y-kiug, etc. In this work 
every ritnai in all the relations of human 
life is strictly repulntcd, so that a true' 
Chinnm;ni irfiipcrtVct nutcimiton, put in 
motion by the regulations of the Ly-king1. 
Some of tlio rites arc Most exeullent. The 
duties toward parents, tho. respect due to 
superiors, the decorum in the behavior of 
common life, etc , speak highly in favor of 
Confucius, 1 ut his snbstitiitin<r ceremony 
foil simplicity and true politeness ia unpar- 
donable. 
Tim Ly-king contains in.'iny ex- 


cellent maxims and inculcates morality, 
but it has come to us in a mutilated state 
witli intniy intcipolatiuns," says Gutxlaff 
in his "Sketchof Chinese:History, Anciont 
and Modern." 


In tho writings of Confucius the duties 


of husbands toward their wives were 
slightly dwelt upon. On tho other hand, 
the duties and implicit submission of chil- 
dren to their parents woro extended to the 
utmost and mobt rigidly inculcated. Upon 
this wide principle of filial obedience the 
\vholo of his system, moral and political, 
is founded. 
Couhicius was a teacher of 


morals, but not the founder of a religion. 
His doctrines constitute rather a system of 
philosophy in the department of morals 
and politics than any particular religious 
Jaltli. 


The moral dootrincs of Confucius in- 


clude that capital one, which, however 
neglected in practice, has obtained the 
universal assent of mankind—he taught 
his disciples "to treat others according to 
tho treatment which they themselves 
would desire at their hands." Iirhis doc- 
trines there is an evident leaning to pre- 
destination or fatalism, and to predicting 
events by tho myhlic;al lines oi! Fo-shoo. 
The system of Cimlucius, without making 
any pretension to a divine legation, con- 
tinues to prevail throughout the most ex- 
tousivo enrplro in the world. The body of 
his laws and instructions is still followed, 
not only by the Chinese, but by the Ko- 
reans, Cochin Chinese and other people, 
'who, tiikin collictivcly, are estimated at 
400,000,000.
